Examiner to Check for Accuracy 

Applicant's summary of what took place ai the interview should be carefully checked to determine the accuracy of any argument or statement attributed to the 
examiner during the interview. If there is an inaccuracy and it bears directly on the question of patentability, it should be pointed out in the next Office letter. If the 
claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth his or her version of the statement attributed to him. If the record is 
cornpiete and accurate, the examiner should place the ir^dication "Interview record OK" on the paper recording the substance of the inten/iew along with the date and 
the examiner's initials. 
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
